Mafeking is 190 miles north of the Vaal River, 
where the railway crosses at Warrenton and Four- 
teen Streame. It is 150 miles west of Pretoria. 
The siege began Oct. 12, as soon as war was de- 
clared, and is 163 days old to-day—-longer than that 
of Plevna. Col. Baden-Powell commands the be- 
sieged force, which is composed chiefly of 600 Rough 
Riders organized by himeelf.

“Young man,” said one of the younger 
members of the party, “I haven't been wiih 
the Central as long as some of my fellow 
travelers, but 1 have the distinction of hav- 
ing been in more wrecks than anv of them, 
The fact that [ continue to hold my position 
is evidence that I have been biamelessa in 
all of them.

We were 
loaded with passengers, and our train was 
broken inte splinters, but not one person 
was injurcd. That wreck stands in the 
Central's history as the costliest it ever 
had where there was no loss of life.’’ 


There is a grizzled veteran in the party, 
the whitening of whose hair was hastened 
by an experience whose memory will re- 
main with him until he starts on his last 
run to the world beyond. Here is the story 
of it as he told it to the Post-Dispatch 
Thursday morning:

Three Candidates for Important State 
Offices Now Without Opposition, 
an Unheard Of State of Affairs. 


David A, Ball of Pike County Wednesday 
evening announced his withdrawal] from the 
race for the Democratic nomination for 
Governor. Announcement was made 
after a conference with several of his 
friends. He wrote a public letter, In which 
he says he withdrew because “the political 
situation eliminated him as a candidate.” 

He takes exceptions to the action of the 
State Committee in catiling the State Con- 
vention before the National Convention, 
Closing his letter he says: 

I cannot express my gratitude in words to those 
who Lave, against great odds, remained steadfast 
and true to me, aud have labored sq earpestly in 
my behalf. And while my ambition to be Gov- 
ernor of Missouri has not and will not be gratified, 
this is a matter of but little consequence, if the 
principles 1 have advocated and the party can suc- 
In conclusion, | beg to assure my friends 
that my time and services in the future are at 
their command. It will not be too far, cold or bot 
for me to respond to thelr call. 

The withdrawal of Mr. Ball emphasizes 
a most peculiar political situation. It 
leaves three candidates for important State 
offices without opposition. There wes no 
doubt in the minds of any who watched 
the situation that A. M. Dockery would 
have been nominated for Governor had Mr, 
Ball remained in the running, but Mr, 
Ball's withdrawal means that Mr. Dockery 
will be nominated by acciamation, a thing 
unheardof before in Missouri politics. 

The withdrawal last week of John A, 
Knott from the race for the nomination for 


, Secretary of State left Sam B. Cook without 


opposition, and assured his nomination by 
acclamation. Attorney-General E. C. Crow 
has never hed any opposition, and he, too, 
will certainly be nominated by acclamation.

Another War Office Scandal 
Has Been Exposed. 


EXCLUSIVE MINING GRANT. 


PERMIT TO MINE THE GOLD- 
BEARING SEA OFF CAPE NOME. 


Concession Said to Have Been Granted 
to a Federal Official in Direct 
Violation of the Law. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 22.—Secretary of 
War Elihu Root is responsible for what 
promises to be another amazing administra- 
tlon scandal. He has granted an exclusive 
concession to mine the gold-bearing bed of 
the sea off Cape Nome, Alaska, to George 
W. Esterly, Deputy Auditor of the State 
Department. It was charged by Senator 
Turner in the Senate that such a grant was 
“A shame, a reproach and a scandal.”’ 

Secretary Root refuses to say one word. 
but that such a grant has been made is con- 
firnied by high authority in the War De- 
partment. 

Secretary Root claims: authority to issue 
the permit under the general act of Con- 
gress giving his depariment control of the 
navigable waters of the Un.ted States. 
Senators insist that by no construction of 
the law can it be interpreted to mean that 
a@ corporation or individual shall be giver 


exclusive rights to mine for gold or any 
Other metal. 

Senator Turner, in speaking for his reso- 
lution, explained that he had been informed 
by Gov. Brady of Alaska that such a grant 
bad been made. 

“The Secretary of War,” said Mr. Turner, 
“nas jurisdiction over the navigable waters 
in the rivers and harbors of the United 
States, and at various tisnes has given to 
private individuals authority to excavate 
the bed of such waters for preper pur- 
poses. 

“Now, if this authority has been stretched 
to cover such a concession as that’ men- 
tioned in the resoluticn it is a shame, a re- 
proach and a scandat.’’ 

Senator Welcott said thatifs 
had been made it was a clear 
the law. 

Senator Carter advocated the adoption of 
the resolution. He declared that he did not 
believe the Secretary would grant fran- 
chises of that character without a sem- 
biance of law. ‘“‘I am satisied,’’ he said, 
“that the Secretary has not arrogated to 
himself this power.” 

The resolution was agreed to. 

Despite Senator Carter's assertion of con- 
fidence, the Post-Dispatch ‘s positively in- 
formed that Secretary Root aid grant tne 
concession, and that it was approved by 
him before his departure to Cuba. The 
permit authorizes Mr. Esterly or his com- 

any to operate dredges 200 feet from the 
ine of low tide for a stretch of two miles 
up the coast. 

The yalue of the concessions will be ap- 
preciated when it is known that miners 
working on the sands of the beach with 
On.iy a cradle and shovel make from $25 to 
$2 a day. With modern steam credges at 
work the amount of gold which could be 
extracted would amount to thousands of 
Gollars a day. 

Mr. Esterly is Denuty Auditor of the

| HOGSHEAD” SAM HARRIS, NE- 
GRO BURGLAR, FOUND GUILTY. 


HEAVY SENTENCE IMPOSED. 


He Attackei Mrs. John A. Middleton 
While Attempting to Rob Her 
Home Last Winter. 


Sam Harris, alias ‘“‘Hogshead,”’ was con- 
victed of burglary and larceny in Judge 
Fisher's court Thursday morning and the 
jury fixed his punishment at 2 years in 
the penitentiary. 

Harris is the negro who was arrested 
last winter and who was considered one 
of the must desperate burglars who ever 
operated in this city. The crime for which 
he was convicted was the robbery of the 
home of John A. Middieton, 6939 Mitchell 
avenue, on Dec. 23, 1899. Harris entered 
the house in the night. Mr. M.ddieton was 
asleep and Mrs. Middleton was up with a 
sick child. She heard a noise and not think- 
ing of running into a burglar she started 
to investigate the noise. In the halj] she 
met a powerful negro, who was later identi- 
fied as Harris. 

The brave little woman, heedless of the 


risk she ran, ran toward the negro and 
rappled with him. He eeized her and 

dragged her down the stairs. Mrs. Midd.e- 
ton screamed and her husband came to 
her rescue. Harris fled but not until Mrs. 
Middleton had had an opportunity to closely 
sceun his features. 

When he was arrested a few weeks later 
by the police in Capt. Kiely’s district Mre. 
Middieton went to the police siation and 
promptly picked Thompson out. from amoug 
a number. Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Krone represented the State in the tma! 
which was conducted before Judge Fisher 
on Wednesiiy. The case was g.ven to the 
jury late Wednesday evening and on Thurs 
day morning a sealed verdict was returned 
Poice officialae were rejoiced at stowing 
‘“‘Hogshead’ away for so long a period. 

There is another tindi:tment' pending 
against Harris. He is charged with having 
attempted to kill Patrolman Thompson of 
the Fourth Police District. This case shaws 
the desperate nature of the negro. The 
policeman met the negro and without know- 
ing his identity, but suspecting that he was 
a thief, stopped him with a view to ques- 
tloning him. 

Harr's, without waiting to see what the 
po.iceman wanted of him, drew a revo'ver 
and pointing it directly at Thompson fired. 
The bullet went through the policeman’s 
coat and staggered him fora moment. This 
Was sufficient to allow the negro to escape. 
Had Harris’ bullet gone an inch nearer 
its mark Thompson would have been mor- 
tally wounded.

President O’Connell Declares That Un- 
less the Requests Are Granted 
the Walkout Will Become 
General by April 1.

CLEVELAND, O., March 22.—After vot- 
ing for over four hours in secret session 
at Germania Hall, at 2 a. m. 1500 machi- 
nists of Cleveland, both union and non- 
union men, unanimously declared a strike, 
to go Into effect at 8 o’clock this morning. 

President O'Connell] says: ‘‘Weare fight- 
ing here in Cleveland for an extra hour. 
That hour will be spent in reading and 
rest. The manufacturers, I claim, are 
afraid to let us have the extra hour, fear- 
ing that we will become cognizant of our 
conditions to such a degree that we will 
demand more and more.” 

In accordance with the decision reached 
at the meeting, the machinists employed 
fin more than © establishments laid down 
their tools to-day. It is stated that about 
2000 men are out, including union and non- 
union men. Should the strike continue for 
@ few days several thousand additional 
men in other trades dependent upon the 
machinists will become idle. The strikers 


declare they will remain out until their 
demand for a nine-hour day with change 
of pay is granted by the employers. 

At four establishments the machinists 
Were notified early in the day that their 
demands had been granted. In these shops 
the men continued at work. 

President O’Connell has issued the fol- 
lowing statement: “If the nine-hour day 
is not granted by the emp.oyers of mach.n- 

ts ‘throughout the country by April 1, 
“4"Rere will be a genera) strike, involving 
200,000 machinists, and not a wheel] will be 
turned until that concess:on is made. 

“The strikes now in operat.on in Chi- 
cago, Cleveland, Coiumbus and other cit.es 
have so far encouraged the machinists of 
the United States to make a general de- 
mand for a nine-hour day, and uniess tne 
present strikes are speedily adjusted, it 
will be very hard to prevent a general 
movement. 

“Telegrams are pouring in from al sec- 
tions of the country ask.ng pe:mission to 
make the demand. I am, however, trying 
to avo.d the necessity of a general sir.Ke, 
and if the ofticers of the National Metal 
Trades Association can be induced to meet 
us In a spirit of fairness, without impos- 
ing unreasonable condit.ons to their prupo- 
sitions, a general strike can be averted. 

“If the employers, however, insist tnat 
all present strikes must be declared off for 
an indefinite period, before they wiil con- 
sider the question of arbitration, an amica- 
ble adjustment cannot be looked for.”

THE IRON TRADE. 


Market for Bessemer Pig Is Strong 
and Foreigners Buying. 

NEW YORK, March 22.—The Iron Age 
gays: “No important developments have 
eccurred during the week suggestive of the 
future course of the iron trade. The situa- 
tion in Besemer pig continues strong with 
rather heavy transactions at Pittsburg and 
in the East. Large consumers are in need 
of more material of this character. The 
demand for foundry p-.g iron, on the other 
hand, is not what it. should be at this 
time, and on some grades concessions must 
be made to secure opders. It is possible 
that if the good demand for Bessemer pig 
continues the foundry pig situation mav be 
relieved by the diverting of furnaces from 
foundry to Bessemer, provided suppiies of 
ore can be obtained. 

“The outlook is becoming more favorable 
for export business in’ pig iron. Foreign 
buyers are now in this city negotiating for 
large lots. In one case 18,000 tons are want- 
ed, and in another 10,000 tons. 

“The foreign demand covers Bessemer, 
basic and foundry grades. 

“Prices in England have been advancing 
sharply, and a very small difference in price 
now obtains between the views of foreign 
buyers and American prodicers. The Eng- 
lish market has apparently beer kept down 
by fear of American competition. It was 
thought on the other side that ouy prices 
here were not strongly held, and that 
American makers were likely to put their 
rates as low as necessary to capture for- 
eign business. If satisfactory arrangements 
can now be made for freight rocn it is 
likely that considerable business for ex- 
port will soon be put through. ~ 

“With such: a prospect for enlargement 
of trade abroad a moderate reduction in 
pig iron prices here would not be a serious 
matter for all business interests concerned. 
The shortage of iron in Europe offers an

The evidence clearly pvints to the source of this trouble.

DEFICIT IN ACCOUNTS, 


HUGO KROMREY, SUICIDE, WAS 
MORE THAN $6000 SHORT. 


DEMAND MADE FOR HIS BOND. 


Motive for Self-Destruction of the Sec- 
retary of the St. Louis House 
Building Co. Made Clear. 


The suicide of Hugo Kromrey, secretary 
of the St. Louis Howse Building Co., on 
Feb. 12, which was a source of much mys- 
tery to his friends at that time, is now 
explained by the fact that Kromrey was 
short in his accounts. 

A thorough investigation of his books by 
the other officers of the company has re- 
sulted in the discovery of a shortage of 
$6037.43. Even now President Simmons, 
Vice-President Becker and Acting Secretary 
Horn of the company are loath to admit 
that their dead essociate embezzled any of 
the company’s funds, but Jc is known that 
they have notified a Montreal bonding com- 
pany of their discovery, and have made a 


formal demand for the $00 in which 
amount it went on Kromrey’s bond. 

Kromrey shot himself through the head 
in a vault dn the rear of the company’s 
office at 513 Walnut street. He gave no 
one any intimation of his tragic intentions 
and, just before entering the valut, made 
sure that there would no interference by 
sending the a and porter out on 
different errands left a note saying 
that he was simply crazed and was driven 
to suicide. 

The officers of the company scouted the 
idea of a possible shortage at the time, and 
ill-health was generally accepted as the 
reason of his desire to quit this world. 

But the officers of the concern instituted 
a thorough investigation into their dead 
secretary’s accounts at once. They made 
Bookkeeper Theodore Horn acting secre- 
tary and instructed him to make a com- 
parison of the notes and bills receivable in 
the cash book with the balances in the 
ledger. He found a discrepancy of $3500. 
One of these amounts was for $2000 and the 
other for $1500. Then the bank books were 
a Se and an additional shortage of $2500 
ound. 

The officers say that Kromrey was able to 
hide these discrepancies from them because 
of the peculiar nature of their business. 
The company loans money on suitable se- 
curity and if a man borrows $1000 for 9 
days, the company discounts his note at 
6 per cent wh nets him $985 in cash, for 
which he gives his note for $1000 with in- 
terest after maturity. Should he fail to pay 
at mattrity, his note is again discounted 
and $100 charged up against him once 
more. Thus he is still on the books as 
owing $1000 though he may have paid the 
discount several times. By gry ee 
sums received in this fashion, it is tho

Rev. Moses Dickson, one of the best 
known: negroes in this country, will cele- 
brate the seventy-sixth anniversary of his 
birth at his home, 227 Milis street, on 
April 56. His daughter, Mrs. Robinson, has 
prepared plans for an elaborate reception, 
to which will be Invited the members of 
the numerous organizations to which the 
old man belongs. Several out-of-town or- 
ders have signified their intention to send- 
ing delegates to represent them. 

Dickson is the founder of one of the most 
powerful secret organizations in the word 
—the Knights and Daughters of Tabor. Its 
membership list consists of 82,000 names and 
it is growing constantly. This order had 
its inception in 182 and its primary object 
was the [freeing of the slaves. Ils orig. nal 
appellation was “Knights of Liberty. The 
interesting story of the pans of the 12 
charter members of this body, with 
deep-laid. schemes they had formed, 
fully set forth in the Sunday Poast-U.spa 
a few weeks since. It was the first expusi- 
tion of the secrets of this now extinct or- 
der, and the tale of the “underground rail- 
way’ attracted the reatest interest 
throughout the country. he work of these 
men. at the head of whom was D.ckson, 
was resultful.

DES MOINES, Io., March 22—Four of the 
most imortant bills before the Twenty- 
eighth General Assembly have been made 
special orders for certain dates in the Sen- 
ate.

Frovides Against Taking Mussels 
From the Mississippi During Cer- 
tain Months—The Industry 
a Great One, 


CLINTON, Io., March 22.—Few people 
who have not studied the situation realize 
the extent and importance of the pear 
button interests along the Mississippi and 
other streams of the Northwest. The first 
pearl button factory in lowa was founded 


at Muscatine in 1891 by J. F. Boeppe. Now 


there are over 50 factories along the Mis- 
sissippi River, most of them in lowa. They 
begin at New Boston, below Muscatine, 
and practically end at Clinton, although 
some factories are located farther up the 
river, especially in the vicinity of Lansing. 
These factories employ over 8000 people. 
Over 880,000 gross of blanks and finished 
buttons per month are turned out and the 
Wages paid aggregate $116,500 per month, 
or $1,898,000 a year. It will thus be seen 
that the Mississippi River factories supply 
the markets of the worid with over €£ix 
hundred million buttons annually. Of these 
factories about half are at Muscatine. 
Davenport comes next, while Clinton and 
other places have several each.

The 
shells are piled along the banks of the 
river and then gathered up in flatboats or 
shipped away in car load lots when not cut 
where found. Every little town has its fac- 
tory for cutting out the piugs, which are 
shipped away in the rough, mostly to the 
factories of the East. in the cities and 
towns the buttons are made into finished 
product, giving employment to many peo- 
ple. The problem that now confronts the 
manufacturews is how to perpetuate the 
shell supply. 

As the industry !s now carried on, there 
is great waste of clams. The diggers take 
out clams at all seasons and make no d-s- 
tinction as to size or age. Thus the young 
clams are destroyed and the old ones killed 
during breeding season. Mr. Boeppe has 
been in Washington for several weeks con- 
ferring with meéembers of 
tive to having a law enacted to 
clams, or mussels, as they are called in 
the books. He is of the opinion that if a 
closed season from Feb. 1 to July 1 was en- 
forced, and regulations provided as to tak- 
ing young clams, the supply wouid be 
practically inexhaustible.

No bank shall be dug 
more than two years in succession. . Phe 
purchase of undersized shells is prohibited, 
and for all violations suitable penalties are 
provided.

On Account of Attacks, the Chicago 
Divine Says, He Finally Lost 
His Position. 


CHICAGO, March 22—A_ suit that 
fairly bristies with doctors of divinity was 
begun in the Circuft Court this week by 4 
Methodist minister of ‘Chicago who demands 
$25,000 damages from three church digni- 
taries, who, the plaintiff alleges, couspired 
to ruin him. 

The plaintiff is the Rev. Edwin A. Schell, 
D.D., former general secretary of the Ep- 
worth League. “The defendants are the 
Rev. Charles Parkhurst, D.D., the Rev. H. 
Cc. Jennings, D.D., and the Rev Joseph ¥ 
Berry, D.D. 

The Rev. Dr. Parkhurst lives in Boston. 
He is editor of Zion’s Herald, a religious 
paper, owned by an association of New En- 
gland Methodists. Dr. Jennings is West- 
ern agent of the Methodist Book Concern, 
57 Washington street, and Dr. Berry is edl- 
tor of the Epworth Herald, the official or- 
gan of the Epworth League in the United 
States. 

The charge is that the defendants united
